THE HOG CROP. 

As long as the producers of our state 
prefer to raise so much cotton that it 
sells for less than the cost of production 
—as long as they pr.fer to create a sur- 
pus of that article at thecost of a local 
deficiency in articles needed for home 
consumption, just so long will the size of 
the hog cropin the northwest be a 
qnestion of natural interest. If our 
people are wise however, the next five 
years will take from it the degree of in- 
terest which is inseparable from a qucs- 
tion that is directly connected with our 
subsistence as a people. 

The doctors disagree astothe size of 
the present crop. They are in the habit 
of disagreeing, however. They are also 
ia the habit of underestimating the crop 
at the beginning of the season. The 
department of agriculture at Wash- 
ington is especially liable to do this. 
In its report for September, 1574, 
occurs a statement very similar to the 
one that is found in its report for lasi 

month—that there is a gencral ce- 
duction in the number of hogs kept for 
fattening. And yet the number of hogs 
packed la t year was Without precedent. 
The western packing product of 1873-4 

was 5.466,200 hogs; in 1874-$the num- 
ber packed was 5,566,226. The packiog 
houses received last yeara much larger 
supply than they received in any previ" 
ous year, and all drawn from states 
that the commissioner reported in the 
preceding September as. wanting in the 
number of hogs available for fattening 
when compared with the previous sea- 
son. 

We state these facts to show that. the 
department may be mistaken in its latest 
estimates, which asscrt that. the present 
supply of hogs is ‘‘much smaller” thana 
year ago. Vermont, North Carolina and 
Oregon are the only exceptions to the 
general statement in the recently issued 
department reports. They may be cor- 
rect, but the past shows that the com- 
missioner has no means for accurately 
ascertaining the hog crop. And if he 
were correct as to the available supply, 
it would not necessarily imply a great 
change in the actual result. It is ad- 
mitted that the..hog producing states 
bold an immense, an overwhelming crop 
of corn. This means heavier hogs. And 
if the high prices of last year did reduce 
the number somewhat, may not the 
abundance of corn make good the defi- 
ciency in the way of inereased«weight? 
The report of the departmert will not be 
apt to put up prices this. year. The

The case is 
brought here on a bill of exceptions to 
the rulings of the court below. The 
complainant claims title to the land in 
controvery under a deed made by Wm.

The court charged the jury 
amongst other things, ‘‘If Jack Brown 
and his wife made and executed the deed

the interest which they or either of them 
had in the lands, and if such is the case, 
Kimbrough 1s not liable to account to the 
complainant.” The complainant’s coun-

. If one pretending, by way of arti- 
fice, to bean accomplice, but believed 
by the accused to be a real accomplice, 
perform acts, at the instance of the own- 
er of the goods, amounting to the physi- 
cal constituents of larceny,the pretended 
accomplice represents the owner, as 
to such acts, and notthe accused, 
although the accused may have concurr- 
ed in the acts and thought he prompted 
them.

1. If one deemed aa aceomplice by 
another who intends to commit larceny 
is really not s9, but has only assumed 
the character in order to pass with the 
other through the forms of thé intended 
larceny, so that detection and arrest may 
be more certain, and such false accom- 
plice, by direction of the owner of the 
the gouds, deliver the goods to the other, 
there is no taking without ths consent of 
the owner, and the offense of larceny is 
not committed. 

5. Nor is it larceny by the accused if 
such false accomplice, not being express- 
y directed by tne owner, make such 

elivery of hisown motion, after being 
instructed by the owner to tell the ac- 
cused tocome and getthe goods, and 
after the accused has come fer them ac- 
cordingly.

Brown, being a married woman, made 
the deed set out in defendant's answer, 
then Kimbrough got no title to the same 
and no right by which he could hold the 
Jund in opposition to Mrs, Brown. This 
request to charge, the court refused. 
Whereupon the complainant excepted 
to the char_e as given to the jury, and to 
the refusal to charge as requested. But 
two questions were insisted, on in the 
argumenthere. First, as to the right of 
a married woman to convey her separate 
estate in laud by the ordinary deed of 
conveyance. Second, if she can do so, 
then the deed must be exccnted as pro- 
vided by the 2d section ofthe Act of 
1760. Cobbs Dig. 161. In our judgment 
a married woman in _— this 
state, who has a seperate’ estate 
in Jand, may dispose of the same by the 
ordinary deed of conveyance. Sucha 
disposition of her real estate is a neces- 
sary incident to her ownership of that 
species of property as well as of any other 
personal property, the more especially as 
real and personal property in ‘his state, 
is placed on the same fooling as to dis- 
tribution. When the decsions referred 
to on the argument were made by this 
court in relation to the power of a feme 
covert to dispose of her separate estate io 
personal property, there was One species 
of personal property at that time which 
was considered much more important 
and valaahle to the owners thereof, than 
real estate, and yet it was held that she 
could of her separate estate in 
that particular species of personal 
property. In this state, we are unable 
to perceive any sound distinction in 
principle between her power of disposi- 
tion of her separate estate in 
property and her separate estate in real 
operty. In regard to the second ques- 
tion insisted on by the plaintiff in error, 
the act of 1760 only applies to such con- 
veyances of real estate by the Ausband of 
the feme covert as she has or may have an 
interest in, and not to conveyances of her 
seJarate property of which she is the ale 
owner. if she joins her husband in acon- 
veyance of his Property in which she has 
an interest as lis wife by reason of that 
relation, then in order to make her relin- 
quish ment of that right valid, it must be 
executed in accordance witb the requir- 
ments of that act—and such was the ru- 
ling of this court in Seabrook vs. Brady, 
47th Geo. Rep. 651. In that case, Mrs. 
Brady wan a relinquishment to land 
conveyed by the deed of her husband as 
his property to Dawsov. The act of 
1760 has no application to a conveyance 
made by a jfeme covert of her separate 
property asthe absolute owner thereof, 
aod was not intended to have any. We 
fiad no errog.im the rulings.of thé court 
as set forth in the bill of excéptforis. 
Let the judgment of the court below be 
affirmed.
